Four of the 11 referenda submitted to

The difference on one proposal—re- 


ferred Act No. 8, requiring the state to 
assume the bonded debt of bridge and 
street improvement districts on the 
state highway system—was only 18 
votes. 


Apparently safely carried were con- 


stitutional amendments to authorize 
the enactment of a workmen's compen- 
sation law, permit tax exemptions to 
new industries, to require supremo 
court regulation of the bar, and to 
abolish special elections.

Today, talk of neutrals' rights, 
of barring barbarous practices in war, 
of adhering to a treaty after it has 
become a disadvantage to do so—such 
things are shrugged aside as "unrealis- 
tic." 


But before the World war such 


tilings were no jobe to thoughtful peo- 
ple. Peace sentiment, and workable 
machinery for adjusting disputes be- 
tween nations, had made progress. , 


In 1914 the Senate ratified 18 of 20 


treaties negotiated by Secretary Bry- 
an for peacefully settling disputes. War 
with Mexico after the Vera Cruz af- 
fair seemed inevitable. But Argentina, 
Brazil and Chile mediated a settle- 
ment at Niagara Falls. 


A Universal Peace Congress had 


been planned in Vienna in September 
1914. 
The war killed it. 


Progress of Peace 


Peace conferences at The Hague had 


:>een so successful that perfectly sen- 
sible people believed protection of 
non-combatants and neutrals, outlawry 
of dum-dum bullets and poison gas, 
nad been accomplished. 
They felt 


sure that workable machinery had 
ieen set up for peaceful adjustment 
of differences, or at least to confine 
war within narrow limits. 


What the World war and later wars 


have done to these "accomplishments" 
needs no comment.

Skin Irritations in Industry .May Be Prevented 


With Care 


- People who work in industries now- 
;arfays suffer to an alarming extent 
.from an sorts of irritations of the skin. 
These come from contact with strong 
acids, alkalis, metallic salts, soaps and 
cleansers. Sometimes the eruption of 
the skm occurs because the person is 
; especially sensitive to some chemical 
•or' other substance with which he 
comes in contact. 
, '"In the case of inflamWation of the 
akin due to an irritating factor, the 


very first contact with the irritating 
substance may be sufficient if the sub- 
stance is in strong enough concentra- 
tion to set up inflammation. In other 
cases, the inflammation- does not come 
until there has been prolonged con- 
tact with a weak solution of the sub- 
stance. 


When the person happens to be sen- 


sitive to some special ingredient o 
substance in the materials with whic 
he is associated, a certain period o 


time may be required before the per- 
son becomes sensitized, and thereafter 
the eruption is constantly present. 


Various means have been suggested 


o protect people against such irrita- 
ion of the skin. In many instances 
he use of acid-resisting or alkali- 
resisting gloves, or the wearing of 
aprons or shields may be all that is 
necessary. In other cases, employers 
may provide thick pastes which are 
put on the hands' and which will pro- 
tect the skin from irritation. 


When the irritation results from 


fumes or dust, these substances may 
be removed by installing a suction 
apparatus and providing for adequate 
ventilation of the workshop In some 
cases the action of the irritating sub- 
stance is severe only when it is pro- 
longed. If the worker will invariably 
wash his hands thoroughly after his 
daily work he may avoid the irrita- 
tion. In other instances, it has been 
found that the soap or the cleaner 
which is used after the day's work is 
over is- responsible, particularly in 
workers who use gasoline or turpen- 
tine to wash the hands. 


In eliminating cases of irritation of 


the skin due to sensitivity, it has been 
suggested that the proper selection o f j 
the work r and the early recognition 
of the condition and of its nature are 
the chief factors to "be considered. 


Although one type of skin is just ns 


easily sensitized as another, it is a fact 
that in certain industries dry skin is 
advantageous, whereas in other indus- 
tries a moist skin is better. Thus Drs. 
E. D. Osborne and J. W. Jordon point 
out that dry skin is desirable in in- 
dustries where gases and dusts are pre- 
sent, and a moist skin is desirable 
where liquid irritants are used. 


It is, of course, possible in indus- 


tries where there is available an in- 
dustrial medical department to make 
special tests of all new workers to 
determine whether or not they hap- 
pen to be sensitive to any of the spe- 
cial substances with which they 'n-.ny 
come in contact in that particular in- 
dustry. An employer would not be 
warranted in employing a person with 
such a special sensitivity.

"Contraband" wa.s once a 
generally-accepted list of materials di- 
rectly useful in war. Fighting powers 
were accustomed to seize them from 
neutral ships when bound for any 
enemy power.

Britain's dominions 
strain at the empire leash, her pos- 
sessions seethe with unrest. 


In Asia, Japan's apparent conquest 


of China completely alters the Pacific 
world. As the League's half-hearted 
effort to restrain Italy in Ethiopia by 
economic sanctions failed, so the Unit- 
ed States failed to rally support of the 
nine nations (including Japan) which 
had signed a treaty guaranteeing the 
territorial integrity of China and the 
"Open Door" with equal trade rights in 
China for all. Japanese domination of 
eastern Asia and the western Pacific

Dissillusioned by a Europe that is 


not a£ war today only because it dared 
not face the awful consequences, and 
by an Asia that flames with large- 
scale conflict, the United States has 
turned inward toward its nearer inter- 
ests in the western hemisphere. The 
Monroe Doctrine has been revised into 
a united policy of all the American na- 
tions, and a formal or informal Amer- 
ican "League of Nations" is projected
